Hovr a Coat of Tar Feel,. 


People who read of tarimg and feather- 


ing by White Caps and others know that 
the punishment is a very unpleasant one, 
but few imagine howtetribly painful and 
dangerous it is. In Wyoming I once saw 
a man who had been tarred and feathered 
and, although he fully deserved the dis- 
cipline, I could not help pitying him. 
Hardnced tar is very hard to remove from 
the sliin, and when feathers are added it 
forms a Kind of cement' that sticks closer 
than a biothei 
As soon as the tar sets 


the victims suffering begins It con- 
tracts as it coolb, and every one of the lit- 
tle veins on the body is pulled, causing the 
most exquisite agony 
The perspiration 


is entirely stopped, and unless the tar is

Throughout Southern Mexico I found 
splendid 
hotels 
They 
were 
often 


kept in old monasteries, and at Zacatoeas 
I slept In a big room off a cloister, whore 
the door was four inches thick and the 
key weighed a pound One end of my 
room opened out on a garden, which con- 
stituted the center of the building, and 
every night I could walk around this in 
the moonlight, and see It soften the out- 
lines of the great Moorish dome of the 
monastery which looked down upon me. 
The cooking here was good, and the same 
was the case at Guanajuato The Mexi- 
cans serve their meals one dish at a time, 
fa table de note style, and they begin din- 
ner with soup and end with beans. The 
waiter at tho hotel brings a bowl of soup 
to you, and you ladle out as muoh as you 
want After soup you have a dozen differ- 
ent kinds of meats and vegetables served 
separately, and you close with a desert 
and coffee 
Mexican frijoles always form 


a part of tha meal These aie pronounced 
freeholies, and they are Mexican black 
beans. They are superior to the Boston 
baked beans, and every one eats them. 
They are never eaten on the day they are 
cooked, and they hie always seived in 
great abundance. They close the meal as 
rice closes a dinner in Japan, and I sup- 
pose the idea is that a man who has not 
had enough of other things can fill up on 
beans 


Only the bettei classes of Mexicans eat 


meat, and ono of the gieat holds oi Ameri- 
can investment is in the packing interests 
of Mexico. Ham and beef bring niga 
prices, and the moat business of tho city 
Is managed by monopolies Good beeves 
are worth fiom $25 to $50 a head and 
there Is moie mutton eaten than beef. A 
great deal ot the beef comes from Guana- 
juato, and the meatwagonsof this city aie 
mules. Take one of the greasiest, dirtiest 
mules you can find and fasten a frame-

*- N«w Euglnml Iixltmtry That Pro^Ktei 


the Ilouiewlfe With Blanc Mange. 
Fair old Scituate boasts an Industry in 


which, If In no other, It is the loading 
town In the country It has, as none of 
lt» moie wealthy sister towns have, Its 
moss. 
From the rooks that carpet its 


harboi aud make itsshoies feared by tho 
sailor is gathered an income eveiy yeai 
that may not be pi incoly, but is still large 
enough to compensate tho town for the 
lack of noisy smoky factoiios and fctions- 


i smelling whaivos. 
i 
When the moss-gathering; Industry be- 


gan in Scituate no oue knows Probably 
the value of tbo moss was first discovered 
by accident by some lishei man's wife. 
The gatheiing and curing of moss for food 
began In Iioland many yeais ago It was 
used piincipally by the people of tlie south 
of Ireland, near theseacoast. Many peo- 
ple have made the claim that they intro- 
duced the industry in this country, but 
9ven the oldest inhabitants of Scituate are 
in doubt as to who was the Hist 


Tee particular locality wheio tho busi- 


ness is carried on is called "Peggotty 
Beach." Little Peggotty village is bunched 
here, and heie the mossers and their fam- 
ilies ply their trade. There Is no loafing. 
Everybody is expected to do his share of 
the laboi. While the father is out in hia 
boat robbing tho sea to put bread into his 
family's mouths and blano mange and 
jelly Into the mouths of mankind, the 
wives and daughters are wading along tho 
rocks near the shore, filling their aprons 
with the smaller pieces of the moss Ihe 
boys are at the same time raking and 
tuinlng tho patches of moss that are laid 
out In regular lots in fiont of each cieel 
house 
The veteian "mosser" Is on the 


boach at sunrise There Is muoh to do bo- 
fore the tide "will answer," and be must 
watch the tides With garden lake he 
levels off a patch on the gravelled beach, 
always being caieful not to leave a foot- 
print. Then he carries the moss that his 
wife and daughters have washed out the 
night before, and spieads it on the smooth 
spots. It is of mauy colois, fiom the ma- 
loon, purple black, to a delicate yellow, 


" nlooderi."

The buying is done In 
the same picayune way as the selling an< 
this city of 300,000 people lives from hand 
to mouth I don't believe there is a cellar 
In the whole town, and every morning the 
servants go to market and buy enough 
for the day. They buy for cash, ant 
before going to bed you have to leave 
enough silver with your servants for the 
morning marketing 
It Is not fashionable 


for ladles to do their own marketing and 
everything Is bought by the servants. 
The result Is that housekeeping in Mexi- 
co is very expensive, and between the 
prices charged^ and what the servants 
steal, the outlay is even greater than it is 
In the United States. 


The Mexicans themselves 
live much 


more cheaply than we do. The morning 
meal, even among the richer classes, con- 
sist* of only a cup of chocolate or coffee, 
with plain or sweet cakis. The Mexicans 
eat this by dipping it into the chocolate 
wut they often take this meal In bed.

LOCATKI> AT BRISTOL. 


The Farmers' National Bank of 


Bucks County was chartered by the 
Legislature in 1814. 
She was one of 


tttunty-scven banks charted under one 
bill. The act provided for dividing 
tin' State in twentysseven districts, 
fixed the number of banks for each 
dKtrict, and the number of shares 
tliiiy were authorized to issue. 
Bucks 


Coitety Bank had the authority to 
issue 8000 ubaros, $25 a share. Gov- 
cmor Snyder vetoed the bill. 
His 


veto message was lengthy, ia which he 
•i;t forth the danger of adding so large 
amount of paper money as provided 
for by the bill (f 9,525,090) to the cur- 
rency. It would have the tendency 
to unsettle values 
and 
demoralize 


tlio business of the country. 
The 


Legislature made some changes in the 


•bill and it was passed. Books were 
opened for the subscription of stock on 
tho 8th day of August, 1814, and con- 
tinued to the 19th, when the stock was 
all subscribe]. 


On the 15th day of December fol- 


lowing, the stockholders hold a meet- 
ing at the house of Ilarman Mitchnor 
in Middletown, for the purpose of or- 
ganizing, and agreeing upon a place 
for tho banking house, 
llulmeville 


was agreed upon, and n board of clrec- 
tors was chosen, who organized by the 
eluction of John Iluhne for president 
ai'd George Harrison for cashier. The 
b ink remained in llulmeville unti 
]H30, when it was removed to Bristol 


The village of llulmeville took it! 


a.ime from John Ilulme, who, in 1795 
bought a tract of land on which he 
settled and laid out the village. For 
ninny years ho would not allow a pub- 
lic bouse to be opened in the place 
pieferringto entertain strangers anc 
ti .ivellcrs at his dwelling free of charge 
\\hen the number of inhabitants in- 
creased and travellers became more 
numerous, he built a house for the en- 
tertainment of strangers and travelers 
but would not allow the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors in the building. 
He 


w;is respected and honored wherever 
known for his integrity, and highly es- 
tctuned by his neighbors. 


In the Fall of 1809 Josiah Quincy, 


of Boston, whilst on his way with bis 
family to take his seat in Congress 
atuyed over night at Hulmeville, and 
was entertained by Mr. Hulme. Mrs. 
Qnincy speaks of him in her journal as 
" one of the most practical philos- 
ophers" she had ever met. By force 
of correct and honest dealings he won 
thu respect and confidence of his neigh- 
bors. He was elected to the Legisla- 
ture on several occasions, the duties 
of which he performed with satisfac- 
tion to his constituents. 


Previous to opening the bank for 


business, the president was directed to 
procure a large chest, to be made of 
oak plank, and have it lined and cov- 
ered with sheet iron, to be secured by 
strong locks and bolts, with secret 
fastenings. 


In 1830 the bank was moved to 


Bristol and located in the building 
ocuupied by Dr. II. Pursell, adjoining 
tho post-office, and the oak chest, 
with its secret fastenings, that had 
bran the safe deposit of the people's 
irmncy for so many years 'was placed 
in the banking room near the window. 
During banking hours, for convenience, 
tho lid was raised and the contents ex- 
posed to view. On one occasion, when 
the window sash was raised, and the 
Ciishior and clerk busy at their desk, 
a man passing by, and noticing the 
state of things, approached the window 
and attempted to reach over the lid 
of the chest, fie was noticed by the 
cusbier who reproved him for his folly. 
Bi> said he only wanted to show how 
easily he could have robbed the bank. 
Ho being somewhat of a wag the mat- 
ter was dropped. 


In 1838 the bank was moved to its 


present location. 
It is a beautiful 


and substantial stone building, with 
all the modern improvements for banks 
in«. The building was built by James 
Craig for a summer residence at a cost 
of $15,000, in 1818. 
It is after the 


mo del of the old U. S. Bank, Chest- 
nut street, Philadelphia, now the Cus- 
tom House, and was built by the same 
architect. 
After the death of Mr. 


Craig it was purchased by the bank, 
and fitted up with all modern improve- 
ments known to bankers for the safety 
of its assets, and the oaken cbest 
which never failed to return to its 
creditors dollar for dollar, was laid 
an ay and is kept as a memento of old« 
time honesty and simplicity. 


It is not the handsome and costly 


building, with its strong vaults and 
•ecret fastenings, that makes ths bank 
a safe and reliable depository in the 
estimation of sensible and thinking 
men. It is the men who are chosen 
aod to whose care the management of 
the institution is confided. If they 
be men of known integrity, who be- 
lieva in the Divine command: Thou 
•halt not steal, and practice what they 


believe, the bank will he a safe depos- 
itory, i.nd have the respect and confi- 
dence aod respect of the community. 
Tho Farmers' National Bank of Bucks 
Count; lias been carefully and suc- 
cessfully managed.

We must accapt the fact that the 


pupils of our public schools are uot all 
created after an angelic pattern of 


being a flush of young wood. This la 
what is wanted for "leaf," but to allow 
the bush an opportunity to Rive us a sur- 
face to pluck from, it is left for a time. 
Ihe leaf Is then plucked, not from the 
Bides, which increase the surface, but the 
top. Two leaves and a half are used foi 
manufacture, those lower down being oon- 
eidered too coarse. 


In plucking, we hare three grades of 


tea, namely, the terminal leaf bud arid 
the very small leaf called "flowery" or 
orange" Pekoe; then comes the medium 


leaf, called "Pekoe," and lastly the largest 
and coarsest, called "Pekoe Souchong-." 
All are plucked and put in the basket in- 
discriminately tobestftedout after manu- 
iaoture. Twice a day the baskets of tea 
leaf are taken to the factory and spreafi 
out thinly on canvas to wither, thatis, be- 
come sort and pliable. The leaf thus spread 
out in the evening would be ready for 
rolling next day.

30,71)2,000 ovory yoar, 100,800 evory day, 
4200 every hour, seventy every minute. 
Married people live longer than the un- 
married, and civilized nations longer than 
tho uncivilized.
